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PREFACE 


The  purposes  of  this  booklet  are  to  rescue 
from  obscurity  the  name  of  Joseph  West, 
brother  of  Benjamin  West,  the  artist,  and  old¬ 
est  child  of  John  and  Sarah  Pearson  West,  of 
Chester  (now  Delaware)  county,  Pennsylvania; 
to  satisfy  in  a  degree  the  longing  of  his  descend¬ 
ants  for  authentic  history  concerning  him  and 
to  establish  for  him  his  rightful  place  in  the 
John  West  family,  instead  of  being  merely 
mentioned  as  ‘‘possibly  Joseph.” 

Wide  public  interest  in  the  biography  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  West  has  not  revealed  much  history  of 
his  brothers  and  their  descendants,  partly  be¬ 
cause  of  the  difficulty  of  keeping  informed 
about  migratory  people  and  their  habit  of  drop¬ 
ping  out  of  family  life. 

Many  of  Joseph  West’s  descendants  have 
made  records  worthy  of  recognition  by  biogra¬ 
phers  ;  and  most  of  the  other  hundreds  have 
been  and  are  the  kind  of  citizens  in  their  respec¬ 
tive  communities  who  assist  in  the  security  of 
the  nation. 

This  booklet  is  the  record  of  research  through 
family  documents,  court,  church  and  land 
records  and  State  archives  for  data  which  can 
be  used  as  a  solid  foundation  upon  which  each 
family  may  confidently  rear  its  own  genealog¬ 
ical  structure.

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CHAPTER  I 


ANCESTRY  OF  JOSEPH  WEST 


“The  Wests  were  ‘ An  Ancient  Family  of 
Knightly  Rank’  connected  by  ties  of  marriage 
and  descent  with  royal  lineages  and  other  fam¬ 
ilies  of  peerage,  and  among  the  landed  gentry 
of  the  oldest  type  throughout  the  Kingdom.” 

“Thomas  West  of  the  family  of  Lord  Dela- 
ware,  m.  Ann  Gilpin.” 

From  History  of  Chester  County — Futliey  & 
Cope. 

“Sir  Thomas  de  West,  the  first  of  whom 
there  is  a  record,  was  knighted  in  1326.”  There 
seems  no  doubt  but  he  was  the  ancestor  of  the 
English  Wests.  However,  no  genealogical  de¬ 
scent  has  been  traced  from  him  down  to  the 
Wests  of  this  sketch. 

“The  Wests  had  lived  at  Long  Crendon  since 
the  time  of  Richard  II.” 

“They  became  Quakers  in  1667.  Col.  James 
West,  the  friend  and  proselyte  of  Hampden, 
was  the  first  West  Quaker.”

House,  London,  10  mo.  19,  1709.  He 
came  to  Pennsylvania  and  purchased  a 
small  tract  of  land  in  Concord  in  1712. 
Most  of  his  family  of  several  children 
moved  to  what  is  now  Wilmington,  Del¬ 
aware,  about  1732.”  From  Futhey  &

Some  biographers  have  suggested  that  be¬ 
cause  John  West,  presumably  a  Quaker  by 
birthright,  came  to  Pennsylvania  without  a  cer¬ 
tificate  of  transfer,  he  was  not  in  good  standing 
in  the  Society  in  England. 

Birthright  membership  was  not  an  establish¬ 
ed  policy  of  Friends  before  1745  or  a  little  later. 

That  John  West  was  a  member  in  good  stand¬ 
ing  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  he  was  married 
to  Elizabeth  Beisley  by  “Friendly  ceremony” 
in  Warborough. 


It  is  not  unreasonable  to  believe  that  he  came 
to  Pennsylvania  to  visit  his  brothers,  and  to 
make  a  survey  of  the  situation  with  the  idea  of 
bringing  his  family  when  it  was  practicable, 
and  to  produce  his  certificate  when  he  was 
established.  The  death  of  his  wife  evidently 
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changed  his  plans  and  lie  did  not  return  to 
Eng.  until  1764. 

He  married  2nd.  Sarah  Pearson,  daughter  of 
Thomas  and  Margery  Smith  Pearson  of  Marple. 

She  had  been  a  member  of  Friends,  but  at  the 
time  of  her  marriage  she  had  been  disowned, 
so  that  the  marriage  was  not  accomplished  in 
the  meeting. 

“Whereas  Sarah  Pearson  of  Marple  in  the 
County  of  Chester  being  a  child  of  Believing 
Parents  and  educated  in  the  way  of  Truth  as 
professed  by  the  People  called  Quakers  not¬ 
withstanding  which  Since  she  attained  to  the 
years  of  understanding  for  want  of  keeping  to 
the  Leadings  of  Gods  Spirit  that  would  have 
guided  her  in  all  truth  and  Sobriety  She  hath 
given  way  to  a  Libertine  Spirit  which  hath 
Drawn  her  into  Disobedience  to  the  Leadings 
of  the  holy  Spirit  of  truth  Therefore  for  the 
Clearing  of  the  Blessed  Truth  which  we  own 
and  Profess  we  can  do  no  Less  than  testify 
against  the  said  Sarah  Pearson  and  we  do  here¬ 
by  for  the  above  said  transgression  Deny  her  to 
be  of  our  Society  until  She  by  unfeigned  repent¬ 
ance  obtain  Mercy  of  Almighty  God  and  by  a 
sober  Conversation  Recommend  herself  to  his 
Church  and  People  which  that  she  may  we 
heartily  Desire 

Signed  in  Behalf  &  by  appointment  of  our 
Monthly  Meeting  the  24th  of  12th  Month  1717- 
18.”  Henry  Miller,  Clerk, 

Mary  Dell.” 
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“At  a  Monthly  Meeting  held  at  Providence 
Meeting  House  twelfth  Month  Twenty-fourth 
seventeen  hundred  seventeen 

Our  women  friends  having  Drawn  A  Paper 
of  Deniall  against  Sarah  Pearson  Belonging  to 
Springfield  meeting  Which  John  Steadman  and 
Bartholomew  Coppock  are  desired  to  read  to 
her  first  and  after  in  Springfield  Meeting  to  he 
read  by  Joseph  Colby  giving  a  copy  if  She  De¬ 
sire  one  and  Return  the  originall  to  our  next 
monthly  meeting.” 

“At  a  Monthly  Meeting  held  at  Providence 
first  month  thirty  first  seventeen  hundred  and 
eighteen. 

The  friends  that  were  Appointed  to  Read  the 
paper  of  Denial  against  Sarah  Pearson  Report 
that  She  being  absconded  it  could  not  be  read  to 
her  and  that  it,  was  Read  in  Springfield  meeting 
and  it  is  returned  to  this  meeting.” 

As  far  as  the  author  has  been  able  to  ascer¬ 
tain,  none  of  the  children  of  John  and  Sarah 
Pearson  West,  except  William,  belonged  to 
Friends. 

William  united  with  the  society  in  1752. 

Nothing  appears  to  be  known  of  the  activities 
of  John  West  for  four  or  five  years  after  his 
arrival  in  Pennsylvania.  His  marriage  record 
can  not  be  found ;  but  family  documents  state 
that  he  and  Sarah  Pearson  were  m.  in  1718. 

“In  1722  he  was  a  resident  of  Upper  Provi¬ 
dence  in  Pennsylvania  and  owner  of  a  small 
tract  of  land  in  that  Township.  In  1735  he  re- 
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sided  in  Chester,  probably  in  the  borough.  A 
year  or  two  later,  he  was  taxable  in  Springfield 
township,  and  then  it  is  to  be  presumed  he  oc¬ 
cupied  the  farm  and  dwelling  where  his  son, 
Benjamin,  was  born;  blit  he  did  not  own  this 
property,  and  it  is  not  certain  that  he  ever 
owned  land  in  Chester  County  except  the  small 
tract  in  Upper  Providence.”

“On  May  29,  1733  John  West  received  a 
license  and  had  ‘taken  to  Harm’  the  house 
with  the  appurtenances  where  James  Trego 
Lately  Dwelt  on  the  Green  near  the  Courthouse 
in  Chester  where  a  house  of  entertainment  hath 
been  for  some  time  and  is  now  kept.” 

“August  30,  1743  he  ‘Has  Rented  a  Com- 
moudyas  house  &  all  other  the  Conveananses 
there  and  to  belonging  for  a  house  of  Entertain¬ 
ment  on  the  Roade  Leading  from  Darby  to 
Springfield  &  from  thence  to  Conistogo  which 
is  of  late  much  frequented  by  Ducli  Waggons 
to  the  number  of  forty  or  fifty  a  Day.”  He  was 
granted  a  license.  The  next  year  he  was  in 
Newton  Township. 

“August  28,  1744,  John  West  having  ob¬ 
tained  a  license  for  keeping  a  public  House  of 
Entertainment  in  the  County  of  Chester  for  one 
year,  which  is  now  expired,  Your  Petitioner 
Craves  to  be  Continued  in  the  Same  Station  in 
the  Township”  (Newtown). 

“From  that  time  until  1748  he  continued  in 
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that  business,  but  in  that  year  the  lease  was  ac¬ 
quired  by  other  parties.  In  1755  he  again  ob¬ 
tained  the  lease  and  kept  it  until  1758.” 

In  1759  he  united  with  the  Society  of  Friends. 

“At  our  Monthly  Meeting  held  at  Goshen  the 
15th  1  mo  1759 

John  West  with  the  approbation  of  New¬ 
town  Meeting  made  application  to  come  under 
the  care  of  f friends  Wherefore  Richard  Jones, 
Thomas  Goodwin  are  appd  to  pay  him  a  Visit 
on  the  occasion  &  make  report  thereof  to  our 
next  Mo.  Meeting” - 

“At  our  Monthly  Meeting  held  at  Goshen  the 
19th  3  mo  1759 

One  of  the  ffrds  appd  to  visit  John  West 
report  that  lie  with  the  other  ffrd  appd  have 
done  accordingly  and  did  not  apprehend  any 
cause  to  obstruct  his  request.  Wherefore  he  is 
accepted  as  a  Member  of  this  Meeting  as  his 
future  conversation  corresponds  with  our 
principles.” 

“At  a  Mo.  Meeting  held  at  Goshen  the  7tli. 
10th  mo  1763 

“Newtown  Meeting  requests  a  Certificate  of 
removal  in  behalf  of  John  AVest  to  Philadelp 
Mo.  Meeting.  Therefore  Tlios.  Massey,  &  Heze- 
kiah  Thomas  are  appd  to  make  inquiry  concern¬ 
ing  him  &  prepare  accordingly  &  produce  to 
next  Meeting  for  approbation.” 

“At  our  Mo.  Meeting  held  at  Goshen  the 
llth.llthmo  1763 
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The  ffrd  appointed  to  prepare  a  Certificate 
in  behalf  of  John  West  have  done  accordingly 
which  was  approved  &  signed  directed  to 
Philada  Mo.  Meeting.” 

“At  our  Mo.  Meeting  held  the  10th  8th  mo 
17G4 

A  Certificate  in  behalf  of  John  West  hav¬ 
ing  In  the  lltli  mo  last  been  signed  by  this 
Meetg  directed  to  Philad  Mo.  Meeting,  but  the 
sd  West  having  chiefly  resided  in  Mariland  or 
the  Lower  Country  most  of  the  time  since;  the 
sd  Certificate  was  not  produced  to  Phila  Mo. 
Meetg.  And  now  the  sd  John  West  being  lately 
Embarked  for  London  hath  sent  our  Certificate 
back  to  this  Meetg  requesting  by  his  son  Wil¬ 
liam  Another  directed  to  London.  Tlios.  Mas¬ 
sey  &  Francis  Yarnall  are  appointed  to  make 
the  necessay  enquiry  concerning  him  &  report.” 

“At  our  Mo.  Meeting  held  at  Goshen  the  5th 
10  mo  17G4 

The  ffriends  appd  to  prepare  a  Certificate 
on  behalf  of  John  West  have  done  accordingly 
which  was  produced  here,  approved  of  &  signed, 
directed  as  Requested.” 

Data  furnished  by  the  Department  of  Records 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religious  Society 
of  Friends  of  Philadelphia  and  Vicinity. 

The  minute  of  9th  mo.  10th,  1764  is  convinc¬ 
ing  of  the  accuracy  of  the  tradition  that  John 
West  visited  Joseph,  his  son,  and  other  rela¬ 
tives  in  Virginia,  and  took  with  him  one  of  his 
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Bibles  which  he  gave  to  Joseph’s  son,  John,  two 
years  old  at  the  time  of  his  grandfather’s  visit. 
He  stipulated  that  it  was  to  be  passed  on  to  the 
4 ‘Johns”  of  the  family.  It  is  now  in  the  posses¬ 
sion  of  John  Arthur  West,  Cameron,  Missouri. 
Readable  inscriptions  in  the  Bible  are  4  Mobil 
West,  his  Bible,  1752”;  “  Isaac  West,  1753”  and 
“John  West,  1779”  (Joseph’s  son,  John) 

The  Bible  was  printed  after  1715,  for  it  bears 
the  Ratification  mark  of  the  Prayer  Form, 
dated  at  the  Court  of  St.  James,  June  13,  1715, 
under  King  George  II. 

The  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania  has 
another  of  John  West’s  Bibles.  The  one  herein 
illustrated,  was  probably  purchased  about  the 
time  he  contemplated  uniting  again  with 
Friends. 

John  West  sailed  for  England  June  24,  1764, 
accompanied  by  Elizabeth  Shewed  who  became 
the  wife  of  Benjamin  West.  They  made  the 
trip  in  28  days. 

At  the  marriage  of  Benjamin  and  Elizabeth 
Shewed,  Mathew  Pratt  states  that  he  acted  as 
father  of  the  bride  and  gave  her  away.  The 
marriage  was  consummated  September  2,  1764. 

After  the  marriage,  Mathew  Pratt  4 4 visited 
ad  Mr.  West’s  relatives;  old  Mr.  West’s  sister, 
then  living  in  Warborough,  Oxfordshire,  and 
Mr.  Thomas  West’s  family  at  Reading  in  Berk¬ 
shire,  who  is  a  very  respectable  member  of  the 
Society  of  Friends.” 

After  his  return  to  England,  John  West  lived 
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most  of  the  time  with  his  soil,  Thomas,  at  Head¬ 
ing  and  his  sister  at  Warborough.  He  died 
October  5,  1776,  and  is  buried  in  the  Friends’ 
burying  ground  at  Warborough. 

“  John  Williamson  says  at  Springfield  meet¬ 
ing  ‘Friend  AVest  and  his  wife  have  blameless 
reputations.  They  have  had  ten  children  whom 
they  have  carefully  brought  up  in  the  fear  of 
God  and  the  Christian  Religion.”

G.  S.  and  J.  G.  Facius,  in  their  “  Benjamin 
West  and  His  Family”  state  that  Anthony 
Wayne  introduced  Benjamin  to  Elizabeth  She¬ 
wed;  also,  that  Benjamin  and  “Mad”  Anthony 
Wayne  helped  capture  Ft.  Duquesne.  Benja¬ 
min  was  a  captain  of  Sharp  Shooters  from 
Chester  County,  commanded  by  Col.  Wayne. 

In  175G  he  went  to  Lancaster  to  drill  troops 
and  was  elected  their  commander.  While  in 
Lancaster,  his  mother  became  ill  and  he  was 
called  home  by  her  illness  and  death,  175G. 

Thus  ended  his  military  career.  He  then 

%/ 

took  up  the  study  of  art  in  earnest,  and  made 
it  his  life  work.  It  is  stated  that  Mr.  Samuel 
Powell  accompanied  him  to  Rome  and  paid  his 
expenses;  also  Samuel  Shoemaker,  a  wealthy 
Quaker,  furnished  him  money  for  his  education, 
and  introduced  him  to  George  Ill. 

He  arrived  in  Rome  July  10-1 7G0  where  he 
spent  three  years.  He  then  went  to  London 
June  20-17G3.  In  17G8  he  helped  to  found  the 
Royal  Academy  of  which  he  was  elected  Presi¬ 
dent  March  24,  1792.  In  the  same  year  he  was 
offered  a  Knighthood  which  he  refused. 

He  d.  March  10,  1820,  and  was  buried  in  the 

crypt  of  St.  Paul’s  in  London,  March  29,  1820. 

His  burial  was  conducted  with  great  pomp.  His 

tomb  is  near  those  of  Landseer,  Millais,  Turner 

and  Reynolds. 
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A  contemporary  historian  says  of  his  burial 
“His  pall  was  borne  by  noblemen,  Ambassadors 
and  academicians  and  sixty  coaches  brought  up 
the  splendid  procession.” 

During  the  Revolution  he  was  neutral ;  and 
was  engaged  in  painting  the  portrait  of  George 
ITT  when  lie  received  news  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence.

The  following  church  records '  prove  that 
Joseph  West  was  not  a  Quaker,  and  that  his 
marriage  to  Jane  Owen  was  not  accomplished 
by  Friends’  ceremony.

Meeting,  2-28-1740 — “The  Women  friends  pro¬ 
duced  to  this  Meeting  a  paper  of  acknowledg¬ 
ment  from  Jane  ye  wife  of  Joseph  West  for  her 
marrying  out  of  unity  of  friends  which  is  re¬ 
ceived  as  her  conversation  shall  agree  with  the 
Rules  of  our  Discipline  for  the  future  Barthole- 
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mew  Coppock  is  appointed  to  read  it  at  Spring- 
field  Meeting  on  a  first  Day  and  she  present 
and  return  it  here  next  meeting.’ ’ 

Monthly  Meeting  held  at  Providence  Meeting 
House — 3-26-1740.  “The  paper  of  Jane  West 
not  being  read  the  same  friend  is  continued  to 
do  it  against  next  meeting.” 

Monthly  Meeting  held  4-30-1740. 

“The  friends  appointed  to  read  Jane  West’s 
paper  of  acknowledgment  Reports  it  was  read 
and  have  returned  it  here  which  is  ordered  to 
be  lodged  with  other  papers  of  the  same  kind.” 

Joseph  and  Jane  West  lived  in  Pennsylvania 
for  a  few  years  and  then  removed  to  Fairfax 
County,  Virginia,  (the  part  of  the  county  that 
was  erected  into  Loudoun  in  1757).  Three  of 
their  children,  Isaac,  Tacy  and  Sarah  were 
born  in  Pennsylvania. 

The  approximate  time  of  their  removal  is 
shown  by  the  following  records  of  Friends 
meetings. 

“Chester  Monthly  Meeting  held  at  Provi¬ 
dence  7-26-1748.” 

“The  women  friends  acquainted  this  meeting 
that  Jane  West  the  wife  of  Joseph  West  re¬ 
quests  a  Certificate  to  Fairfax  Monthly  Meet¬ 
ing  in  Virginia.  Samuel  Levis  is  appointed  to 
assist  them  to  draw  one  and  bring  it  to  next 
Meeting.” 

“Monthly  Meeting  held  at  Providence  8-31- 
1748.” 

“The  friends  appointed  to  assist  women  to 
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draw  a  certificate  for  Jane  West  have  done  ac¬ 
cordingly  and  produced  it  here  which  is  ap¬ 
proved  of  and  signed  by  the  Clerk.” 

None  of  their  children  except  Tacy  joined 
Friends  until  Owen  united  with  the  society 
after  removing  to  Ohio.

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Joseph  West  disposed  of  all  his  holdings  in 
Loudoun  County  by  1772.  From  that  time  until 
1779,  his  place  of  residence  is  not  positively 
known;  but  the  evidence  justifies  the  belief  that 
the  most  of  the  family  went  to  Caroline  or  Han¬ 
over  Co. 


The  war  record  of  their  son,  John,  states  that 
he  was  born  in  Caroline  Co.,  which  is  incorrect, 
but  it  indicates  the  residence  of  the  family  in 
that  region  at  the  time  of  John’s  enlistment,

“This  Meeting  received  an  account  that  Jane 
West’s  certificate  from  Fairfax  monthly  meet¬ 
ing  was  sent  to  this  meeting  in  which  she  is 
recommended  to  the  Southern  meeting. 

Signed  in  our  monthly  meeting  17th  of  7th 
mo  1779.” 


OWEN  WEST 

Owen  West,  son  of  Joseph  and  Jane  Owen 
West  was  b.  in  Fairfax  County,  Virginia,  (the 
part  of  the  county  that  erected  into  Loudoun 
Co.  in  1757).  The  exact  date  of  his  birth  seems 
not  to  he  extant. 

In  a  letter  by  Jane  West  to  her  parents,  dated 
3-29-1750,  she  says  “Little  Owen  is  a  Very  fine 
big  boy”  “he  helps  to  make  up  the  loss  of 
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Isaac”  (Isaac  had  been  left  in  Pennsylvania  in 
the  care  of  relatives.)  Hence  the  tradition  that 
Owen  was  b.  1749. 

He  went  to  Pittsylvania  Co.,  Va  and  bought 
400  acres  of  land  June  11,  1777,  for  which  he 
paid  Sixty  pounds  Current  Money  of  Virginia. 

This  purchase  pre-dated  Joseph’s  first  pur¬ 
chase  by  three  years  according  to  existing 
records.

His  next  purchase  indicates  some  “Wild 
speculation”  as  lie  paid  Three  thousand  pounds 
Current  Money  of  Virginia  for  240  acres,  June 
1-1780,  lying  on  both  sides  of  the  North  fork  of 
the  Great  Straightstone  Creek.

The  copy  of  this  deed  was  certified. 

December  29,  1795,  10  H  acres  lying  on  both 
(sides  of  the  South  fork  of  Great  Stone  Creek, 
for  ten  pounds. 

Deed  Book  “10”  p.  401. 

December  26,  1809,  Owen  and  Elizabeth  West 
sold  1400  acres  lying  on  Straight  Stone  Creek, 
and  including  “said  West’s  Water  grist  mill, 
Saw  mill  and  Cotton  Machine  with  all  the  ap¬ 
purtenances  thereto  belonging”  for  Fourteen 
hundred  pounds  Current  money  of  Virginia. 

Deed  Book  “17”  p.  53. 

Before  1810  Owen  West  disposed  of  all  his 
holdings  in  Pittsylvania  County,  Va.  and  took 
his  family  to  what  is  now  Clark  Twp.,  Clinton 
County,  Ohio. 
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After  becoming  settled  in  tlieir  new  home 
Owen  and  Elizabeth  and  all  of  their  children 
except  Nancy  and  Mary,  joined  Friends.

Jacob  Hunt  takes  Owen  West  ’s  place  as  over¬ 
seer.  1-28-1819. 


Owen  West,  William  Moon,  Jacob  Hunt  and 
Daniel  Moon  appointed  overseers.  10-24-1822. 

Elizabeth  West  is  appointed  overseer  in  the 
place  of  Hannah  Mills  resigned.  12-1-1817. 

Owen  West  and  Elizabeth  West  with  others 
signed  the  marriage  certificate  of  George  D. 
Haworth  and  Edith  Hadley.  9-4-1817. 

Owen  and  Elizabeth  West  signed  the  mar¬ 
riage  certificate  of  Thomas  West  and  Tamar 
Hadley.  5-14-1818. 

Ruth  Hockett  is  appointed  overseer  in  the 
place  of  Elizabeth  West  who  requested  to  be 
relieved.  11-23-1820. 
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‘ ‘  Elizabeth  West  is  not  mentioned  in  the 
minute  of  the  monthly  meetings  after  her  resig¬ 
nation  11-23-1820.  The  Book  of  Births  and 
Deaths,  Newberry  Monthly  Meeting,  states  that 
Elizabeth  West  was  born  1-15-176G;  died  3-4-

His  certificate  for  himself  and  family  to 
Merion  Monthly  Meeting,  Pennsylvania  from 
Tyddyn  Garrey,  Merionethshire  Quarterly 
Meeting  was  filed  6-8-1690. 


He  owned  450  acres  of  land  in  Lower  Merion 
Township,  9  miles  from  Philadelphia  and  built 
a  stone  dwelling  which  stands  (altered  in  1829) 
on  Montgomery  Ave.  east  of  Church  Hoad  (or 
Meeting  House  Road)  His  land  lay  west  of  the 
present  settlement  of  Wynnwood,  toward  the 
village  of  Ardmore. 

Robert  Owen  was  active  in  State  and  com¬ 
munity  affairs  from  the  time  of  his  arrival  in 
Pennsylvania.  He  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
was  elected  to  the  Pennsylvania  Assembly  in 
1695,  re-elected  in  1697.  He  was  a  Friends 
Minister  in  Penn,  as  he  had  been  in  Wales.  He 
was  one  of  the  founders  and  a  trustee  of  Merion 
Meeting.  Rebecca  Owen  d.  8-23-1697,  and 
Robert  Owen  d.  10-8-1697.

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MARIS  FAMILY 

“George  Maris,  b.  in  Grafton  Flyford,  Wor- 
chester,  England,  came  to  Pennsylvania  in  1683 
with  his  wife  Alice,  and  six  small  children,  and 
settled  at  “Home  House, ”  Springfield  Town¬ 
ship,  Chester  (now  Delaware)  County,  Pa. 

He  became  a  Quaker  and  was  so  persecuted 
because  of  his  non-conformity  to  the  Church  of 
England  that  lie  decided  to  establish  his  home 
in  America. 

His  friends  in  England  sent  a  most  compli¬ 
mentary  testimonial  as  to  his  high  character, 
which  was  signed  by  a  long  list  of  members  of 
the  meeting,  and  subscribed  to  “Friends  in 
Pennsylvania”  3-6-1683.  (From  Darby  Monthly 
Meeting,  parish  of  Inkborough  and  Co.  of  Wor¬ 
cester,  England.) 

He  had  hardly  become  settled  in  his  new 
home  when  he  was  pressed  into  the  service  of 
Friends  as  a  preacher,  and  into  the  service  of 
the  state.  He  was  a  Court  Justice,  a  member 
of  the  Assembly  and  a  member  of  the  Provincial 
Council;  his  service  being  continuous  in  one 
office  or  another  from  1684  to  1695.  He  d. 
11-15-1705  being  about  73  years.  Alice  d.  1-11- 
1699.

The  first  purchase  contracted  in  1809  but 
was  not  consummated  until  October  17,  1810,  in 
Highland  Co.  Ohio.  The  county  had  been  set 
off  as  Clinton  previous  to  this  date,  but  for 
some  reason  this  deed  was  recorded  in  High¬ 
land.  It  is  probable  that  the  Court  proceedings 
had  not  been  transferred. 

The  purchase  was  from  “Thomas  John  and 
Nancy,  his  wife  to  Owen  West,  Grantee,  Three 
Hundred  acres  more  or  less  situate  and  lying 
and  being  in  the  County  of  Highland  and  State 
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of  Ohio,  on  the  East  Fork  of  the  Little  Miami 
River  being  a  part  of  a  survey  on  Military  War¬ 
rant  No.  3981,  Patented  to  John  0.  Richardson 
assignee  of  William  David  on  the  23rd  day  of 
Jan.  1799.” 

Other  purchases  were  made  from  time  to 
time  until  Owen  West  owned  a  large  part  of 
Clark  township.  He  surveyed  the  greater  part 
of  it  himself 

He  gave  land  to  his  children  and  sold  some 
to  them.
